Paria, Aug. 10.—A warrant was Is- 
Sued here today for the arrest of 
Marius Jean, manager in Paris for 
the Credit Foncier American, in a 
banking institution incorporated un- 
der the laws of Deleware. In addi- 
tion to offices in New York and Paris, 
the bank has branches in every big 
city in France, As the result of 
complaints the police have searched 
ihe Paris offices of the Credit Fon- 
cler and the resilences of its direc- 
tors, The books and papers of the 
concern were seized. 

According to the police the bank 
was organized soime years ago and 
issued a prospectus Claiming that it 
had a capital of $10,000,000 fully 
paid up. 

Its method of dotng business, the 


police say, was to exchange shares of 
the bank for “rentes” and other gilt- 


edged securities, but as the shares 
were not quoted on the Bourse the 
holders were unable to dispose of 


them and the bank refused to take 


them back, The po further al- 
leged that the bank claimed to own 
2,000,000 acres of land in Virginia 
rich in coal ojl and timber, ana 
much other real ate in Prance 
and the United States. In respense 
to their cabled inquiries the Police 
say, the Deleware state attorney said 
a preliminary investigation {nto the 
bank had not been reassuring, The 
New York branch of the Credit 
Foncier ig said to be in charge of

| IRRIGATION CONVENTION, 


Resolution Passed Asking For Larger 


Appropriations For Surveyors. 

Calgary, Alta,, Aug. 10—The West- 
ern Canada Irrigation Association by 
a resolution passed at this morning's 
session strongly urges upon the Do 
minion Government the necessity of 
making suflicient appropriation with 
which the work of topographical and 
hydrographical surveys may be carried 


and 


on in an intelligent systematic 
manner by the staff in charge 

The convention was unanimously of 
the opinion that this work initiated 
years ago, was not, through lack of 
sufficient funds, being carried on in a 
manner that the importance of an 
accurate knowledge of the location 
and quantity of the water supply aval! 
able for irrigation purposes demands 

During the discussion which follow 
ed the moving of the above resolution 
T. H. Peters, commissioner of irri 
gation, representing the jnterests of 
the government officials in charge ot 
the work. sald that while the govers 
ment recognizes the importance of the 
work, the great difficulty lies in the 
old fault—not enough money to spend 


Mr. Meters expressed himself as pleas- 
ed to express his appreciation of the 
work of the convention in passing such 
a resolution because it should stimu- 
late interest In general, the great 
diMeulty being in the education of the 


general public to the importance of 
the work and thus allowing larg 
votes of money 


Another resolution of the conven 


I tion called the attention of the provin 


cial governments interested to the 
necessity of a borough system of in- 
vestigation to determine the prac tical 
duty of water in the different pro- 
vinces and for different crops,, so that 
this duty may be determined by ap- 
proximate exactness. The necessity of
